posse of citizens large enough to cope 
with the strikers, who refused to ac­ 
knowledge the service of process. The 
prospects are th at mail trains will not 
escape interference, as the miners are 
excited and beyond the reasoning 
point 
Private Secretary King wired Gov. 
Matthews, who, with Adjt-Gen. Rob­ 
bins and their wives and other state 
officials, was attending the ball dedi­ 
cating the new armory of the Terre 
Haute Rifles at Terre Haute. The 
militia of the state, it is understood, 
has been ordered to get under arms 
and the Indianapolis companies are 
busy cleaning up their rifles.

C o lu m b u s, Ohio, June 2.—At 
night a dispatch was received 
Sheriff B utt of Pike county that 
miners were moving overland 
Wellston to Waverly for the purpose 
of burning the Norfolk & Western 
railroad bridge at that point.

The McKinley law placed raw sugar 
on the free lift, imposed 
duty on 
refined sugar and gave a 
bounty 
of 
2 'cents to the 
sugar-grower. 
The 
house 
bill 
repealed 
the 
bounty 
and 
placed 
all 
sugars, 
raw and refined, on the free list. The 
first bill reported from the senate 
finance committee gave a specific duty 
of from I cent to1.285 per pound, ac­ 
cording to 
polariscope 
test. 
The 
‘‘compromise” 
measure, 
which 
is 
the 
one 
now 
before the senate, 
made the sugar schedule go 
into 
effect Jan. I, 1895, the rates being 40 
per cent ad valorem on all sugars, raw 
and refined, one-eighth of I cent addi­ 
tional on sugars above N a IO Dutch 
standard, with an additional one-tenth 
of I cent a pound on sugars from coun­ 
tries paying export bounties. 
It also 
continued the sugar treaty with Ha­ 
waii. 
The sugar schedule, Senator Man­ 
derson continued, was the interesting 
schedule of the bilL 
It contained 
both sweetness and lig h t 
It seemed 
to 
pervade the whole 
bilk 
The 
bill could not be touched without 
laying hands on sugar. 
The senate 
had even departed from the con­ 
sideration of the bill to make explora­ 
tion in sugar, not in the cornfields of 
Nebraska, but in the committee room. 
The saccharine principle as it impreg­ 
nated 
all 
nature 
invaded 
every 
feature of this bilk 
Senator Mander­ 
son then proceeded to argue in favor 
of protection for the sugar-growing 
industry of the country. The con­ 
sumption of sugar in the United 
States was enormous, he said. 
Al­ 
most five billion pounds of raw sugar 
had been consumed last year, repre­ 
senting, if grown and refined abroad, 
a grand total of $182,000,000 to be paid 
to foreigners. Free sugar would mean 
the immediate destruclion of the beet 
sugar industry and the gradual ex­ 
tinction of cane sugar production in 
the southern states. 
If properly pro­ 
tected he prophesied th at before 1965 
the beet sugar production would have 
so developed in the north and cane 
sugar in the south that the United 
States could supply the full consump­ 
tion of the country. Beet sugar grow­ 
ing offered an important industry to 
the farmers. 
When developed to the 
extent necessary to supply the home 
demand it would afford a crop of 
2,000,000 acres. 
Was it any won­ 
der 
that 
the 
farmers 
of 
the 
west 
wanted 
a 
continuation 
of

i sugar 
bounty? 
They 
were enthusiastic over the prospect, 
t was the great boon which they 
asked congress to save to them. Every 
acre planted in beets meant twenty 
days’ labor to a man. 
No country in tne world, Mr. Man­ 
derson said, was so well adapted to 
iroduce 
beet 
sugar 
as 
the 
Jnited 
States. 
Beet 
growing 
ultimately would displace cane grow­ 
ing. 
Cane contained 13 per cent of 
sucrose, or crystalline sugar, sorghum 
but 9 per cent, while beets give from 
15 to 19 per cent of crystalline sugar. 
There was no connection, he declared, 
between the sugar grower and the 
odious sugar tru st 
Mr. Feller next spoke at great length 
in support of a bounty instead of a 
duty on su&rar. 
It was 5:45 when Mr. 
Peffer concluded. 
Mr. Harris, in charge of the tariff 
bill, then moved that the senate pro­ 
ceed to the consideration of executive 
business. 
Before he made the motion 
he declared with emphasis th at the 
country was impatient and had a right 
to be impatient over the slow progress 
made with this bill, and that business 
interests everywhere were suffering an 
utterly inexcusable delay.

The full extent of the calamity 
is not yet known, nor will be for 
several days, as the waters are still 
rising,

havoc. 
The Frazer river rose ten inches at 
Westminster yesterday and last night 
The water was three inches above the 
highest historical m ark 
The Hood is 
still rising. 
From points further up 
the river come reports that the river 
is nearly two feet higher than has 
ever been known. 
Frazer valley for a hundred miles 
has been inundated. 
So great has 
been the destruction th at ocean steam­ 
ers passing in through the straits of 
San Juan de Fuca are now encounter­ 
ing floating roofs of houses 
and 
barns, and innumerable carcasses of 
hogs, sheep 
and cattle that have 
passed 
out 
through 
the 
Fra­ 
zer’s mouth with other debris from 
the 
valley. 
It is estimated that 
over 2,000 families are homeless and 
th at a property loss of fully $3,000,000 
has been suffered. 
Steamers from the rivers and Puget 
Sound are still being pressed into the 
work of rescue. 
Though no more 
lives have been lost during the last 
two days, there have been many nar­ 
row escapes and thrilling experiences.

many points there is great destitution 
among the luckless settlers, who have 
fled from their homes. 
At the Salmon river settlements, 
where the water is ten feet deep on 
the flat, many families are huddled to­ 
gether on the highlands and living on 
one scanty meal a day.

Janesville w ill again be the division 
end of the Chicago & Northw estern 
road on and after next Monday, and 
tears and wails will be as plentiful 
in Harvard as prickers on a gooseberry 
bush. 
This arrangem ent is much 
more satisfactory than the old one 
both to trainm en and the dispatchers 
as it regulates the length of the divis­ 
ion and makes it about the same as 
the other divisions.

In the Bleep that knows no awaken­ 
ing, in the rest that is eternal Henry 
Austin Doty closed bis eyes just before 
noon today and a life that was fraught 
with good works came peacefully to 
an end. 
Mr. Doty’s death illness dated from 
last Thanksgiving day when he took 
a cold which terminated in pneumonia. 
He had been at the home of E. F. 
Carpenter, but left to take advantage 
of the first fall of 6now by going sleigh 
riding.

an absolute overw helm ing of the e n ­ 
tire being w ith th is livin g tide. 
And 
m any doctors w ould at once diagnose 
the m alady as m alaria, nervous fever, 
depression of the v ital forces, or In 
som e cases inflam m ation of the brain. 
T his state of affairs, sim ple enough at 
th e outset and characterized by a 
little fever, a slig h tly 
accelerated 
pulse, a trifling flush o f the cheeks and 
lik e indications increase w ith rapidity 
u n til the sufferer is in a condition bor 
dering on m ental distraction. 
The 
doctor com es in, prescribes draughts 
and a fever regim en, reduces th e diet. 
orders coolin g applications and goes 
aw ay m uch worried lest the patient 
runs in to brain fever or som e new 
com plaint w ith an unpronounceable 
name and a fa ta l term ination. 
Had this professional adviser of the 
sick and suffering the pow er to use the 
m ental microscope, it w ould take him 
but a short tim e to discover th at the 
m alady w as n o t in any sense physical 
or dependent upon any of the bodily 
functions. 
He w ould find hordes of 
bacilli, disappointm ent m icrobes, un­ 
satisfied am bition germ s infinitesim al 
in them selves bu t in the aggregate 
form ing an im m ense arm y o f d etou r­ 
in g adversaries slo w ly consum ing the 
life forces of their h elpless victim s. 
Ju st w h at they feed upon no one has 
as y e t been able to determ ine; but th at 
they speedily sap the vita l forces, 
those w ho have suffered in this w ay 
k n ow bu t too w ell, althou gh they m ay 
n o t know the cause. 
If, instead of m orphia, tonies and 
anti- m alar ials 
and 
anodynes, 
they 
could take the suffering one from 
present environm ents, start a 
m w 
train of thought, aw aken other Inter­ 
e sts stronger for the m om ent than the 
Invading forces, and bring back the 
departed d eligh ts or som e th at would 
to an ex ten t fill their place, the d eal­ 
in g ou t of drugs w ould be superseded 
by an en tirely different form of prac­ 
tice. 
B ut the day of th is enlightenm ent 
h as n ot y e t come. 
M ay be in the far­ 
off hereafter our doctors w ill be phil­ 
osophers as w ell, and instead of con­ 
fining them selves strictly to the ma­ 
terial, th ey w ill search for the hidden 
sources of the sorrow and care, th at 
m ore than any other cause destroys 
the b est and brightest m em bers of the 
hum an fam ily.

The “ mint mark’* on our silver coin­ 
age is so well known that almost any 
school child can tell you where a piece 
was coined The “ s” means that it is 
from the San Francisco mint, “ c. c. ” 
that it was made at Carson City, and 
“ O’* that it is the work of the New Or­ 
leans money makers. Besides the above 
you will find some very small letters oc­ 
casionally, especially on the standard 
dollar, the Columbian coins and tin 
1803 design of the quarters and half 
dollar pieces. 
On the standard dollar 
the letter is a microscopic “ rn” on the 
left loop of the ribbon which binds the 
wreath surrounding the eagle. Anothei 
“ rn” of larger dimensions may also be 
found on the same coin at the lower edge 
of tho neck of “Liberty,” just in the 
edgo of tho hair.

covered with fine screened gravel lo a depth of 
one inch.
